ining phy sicians. 
In the seco nd o f the series o f 
ex aminatio ns fo r licenses held 
by the bo ard, eight applicants 
failed. 
Elev en who were taking 
the test fo r the seco nd time 
failed fo r the seco nd time. Pro ­ 
v isio ns o f the law pro v ide that 
when an applicant has failed to 
pass the test the seco nd time , he 
is no t eligible fo r license in In­ 
diana and can no t co ntinue as 
a barber. 
Renewals o f the present licen­ 
ses fo r • barbers and haircutter 
will start o n J uly I and are to 
be o btained by September I. Any 
applicatio ns fo r renewals o f bar­ 
ber o r haircutting licenses made 
after September I, will require 
pay ment o f an additio nal fee. 
Renewal o f haircutting licenses 
requires pay ment o f a $3 fee; re­ 
newal o f a barber license, $2.00 
and renewal o f an apprentice 
permit is $1. 
To secure the renewal o f a 
barber, haircutter o r apprentice 
license, the license-ho lder need 
o nly his name, address, license 
number and the required fee to 
the state bo ard o f barber ex am­ 
iners, ro o m 329 state ho use, In­ 
dianapo lis, Ind.

su ccessfu lly . The produ ct was man u factu red by 
the Du Pon t Compan y an d the Day ton Man u fac­ 
tu rin g Compan y tu rn ed ou t the tires on its reg­ 
u lar equ ipmen t. 
The chief restrain in g factor in its gen eral 
u sage at presen t is the ex cessiv e price in com­ 
parison to the n atu ral produ ct. The cost of the 
sy n thetic creation is approx imately on e dollar 
per pou n d as again st fifteen cen ts per pou n d for 
n atu ral ru bber. It is obv iou s that su ch a great 
differen tial wou ld make its u se prohibitiv e. 
The importan t con sideration of the n ew pro­ 
du ct is that it will act as a bu ffer again st ou r 
foreign sou rce of su pply . The world’s ru bber su p­ 
ply is con trolled by the British an d, the Du tch 
an d those cou n tries hav e been able to con trol 
prices to ou r distin ct disadv an tage. At on e time, 
the mon opoly forced ru bber prices to u n warran t­ 
ed high prices an d the same mov e is again 
threaten ed at the presen t time. 
It is altogether possible that the sy n thetic 
man u factu re of ru bber can be so dev eloped an d 
improv ed that it can be made v ery cheaply an d 
belowT the price of the n atu ral produ ct, especially 
if the price is forced u p by u n du e price man ip­ 
u lation . An d su ch a dev elopmen t wou ld also 
make this cou n try in depen den t of foreign su pply 
in case of war or other emergen cy . 


It is hoped that n on e of the n ew sy n thetic ru b­ 
ber will fin d its way in to ou r dollars.
